moſt firi&, godly and conſcientious people of the Land,

The mother againſt the daughter , and the daugbter againſt the 
wother > If we look into ſpirituall matters, oh what diffe- 
rence of opinions ! what oppoſitionof judgements ? what 
claſhings,contradiQions, and croſleneſle of ſpirit is there a- 
mong theſe that profeſle Godlineſſe? This is the firſt Symp- 
rome that we are diſtempered. 

A ſecond Symprome that the body is diſtempered, is, when 
wholeſome food is not digeſted and turned into nouriſhment, 
then raw crudities gather in the ſtomack, ſuffocates nature 
that a man cannot be healthfull , but many diſtempers are 
growing in that mans bedy. Then likewiſe 1s a Nation di-

We may make 3,3: 9- 
peace with Papilts now, but who will give us aa 1n{urance 
that they will keep their Covenants? when ts 1s a received 
principle among them, that no faith is tobe held with Pro- 
teſtants (whom they {landerouſly call Hereticks. ) Thirdly, 
men who lie under the guilt of much innocent blood, are 
not meer perſons to beat peace with, till alt the guiit of 
blood be expiated and avenged, either by the Sword of the 
Law, orlaw of the Sword, elſe a peace can neither be ſafe 


nor jult. 
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2. Truth may beadulterated as well as Peace; you had 
need take heed you be not cheated : there are cunning Jug- 
lers who would interduce an huge heap of needlefle Cerc- 
monies, and preſent it to you under the notion of Decercy; 
who would give a tolleration to Poperie in this Land,under 
the notion of having a ſpeciall reſpe& to tender Conſcien- 
ces; who would ſtill maintaine Epiſcopacy init's Pomp, 
and the Comman-Prayer-Book in its uſe, -under the no- 
tion of __ Religion ſetled as in the pureſt times of 
Queen Fizabeth, I conclude this direGtion as I began it, 
have a ſpeciall care that theſe Ingredients, Peace and Truth 


|benot counterfeited. 
I come now tothe ſecond DireQion, touching the uſe of 


theſe Ingredients. + 
Take heed of pejudice againſt either Phyfitians, or Phy- 
ſicke preſcribed by them. Prejudice hath anc; very pre- 
judiciall to ſome fick Patients. Theſe Phyſitians are of 
two-ſorts: firſt, State-Phyſitians : ſecondly, Church-Phy- 
ſitians, Firſt, * harbour not a ſpirit of prejudice againſt 
our State-Phyſitians :Oh think not that a Parliament do 
more ajme at themſelves then at a Kingdomes good, doe 
not ſo miſ-conſture their actions, as it all their ndeavours 
' were to get Revenues and profit for themſelves; the Vote 
which lately paſt the Honourable Houſe of Commons, for 
the diſplacing of their Members from any Offices in Civill 
or Military aftaires, is acleareDemorſtration of the con- 
trarie : be not prejudiced againſt the Phyſick neither which 
they preſcribe, which is the Solexrn League and Covenant, 
wherein you proteſt againſt Malignity and Neutrality in 
this Common cauſe; to endeavour the preſervation and 
Reformation of Religion, in the three Kingdomes. Then 
ſecondly, harbour not a prejudice againſt our Church- 
Phyſitians; I meane the moſt Religious and Learned Aflem- 


bly of Divines. There are two ſorts who entertain a preju- 
dice 
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. dice againſt them. 1. Some out of an obſtinate Malevo- 
lency- 2. Others out of undifcerned infirmity, or need-: 
lefle ſc1upuloſity. For the firſt fort, they cric out, ye take 
too much upon you ye fons of Levi. A Synod isa place, ſaie 
they, tor Biſhops _ Deans, and Arch-Deacons who are 
to fit there Ex officio; for thoſe alone that are choſen by 
the Clergie ( who forthe molt part are as corrupt as then= 
ſelves and nor for Puritan-Preacher:; they.crie them down 
becauſe they are againſt pluralities of Benefices, againſt a 
ſcandalous and idle ;n-ſolficient Mmiſtery, againſt Epiſco- 
cy and Common-prayer-book 3 this hath opened the 
mouthes of Malignants againſt them, But there are a ſe- 
cond fort, even among them that protefie Godlinfle; who 
out of infirmity and ſcrupulofity, fo judge of the Aflembly 
as 7b in his diſtemper did of his friends, chap. 13. 4, Tee Job. 13 
are Phyſitians of no value : Ate there not ſome who deem,” * *'© 
them the limbs of Antichriſt, to carry on them the marke of 
the Bea that they Lord it over the conſcience ; that in 
time they will be as bad as the Biſhops, that they bring in a 
ridged Presbytery 3 theſe with ſuch like jealouſies are fo- 
mented. Oh that wen knew from what ſpirit ſuch harſh 
cenſures did anfe. | 
Take not one of theſe Ingredients without the other. Ma- Dire ; 
ny would have peace who never look after truth Auguſtine 
( as I mentioned before )upbraids ſuch, Paxeſt juſtitis ane aug. in Pf. 
ſunt amiceſed tu forte unam vir alteram no# vis, &c. Quid #5: 8. 10. 
magnum o recidirare pacem quilibet malus deſiderat pacem. 
Peace and truth are two friends,but thou happily wouldeſt have 
the one, not the other : what a great matter js it to deſire peace, Twai the 
every malignant deſires peace ? Toleek truth without peace, P =y 
argues a ſpirit of turbulency 3 to ſeek peace without truth, bins, 
argues a ſpirit of malevolency 3 to ſeek peace againſt truth, cm non 
argues the height of malignity 3 to ſeek peace before truth, #7” 1. 
argues a ſpirit of formallty 3 to ſeek neither peace nortrath, gentitu; 
is- a ſpirit thatruns among our profane ſouldiery 3 to ſeek 74": 
peacz 
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peace and truth argues aſpirit of Chriſtianity. Truth with- 
out peace cannot keep us fate from the annoyance of warre, 
and peace without truth,cannot keep us from an inundation 
of error; either of whichare enough to make us miſerable, 
wherefore ſeek both. US 

- Take a good quantitie of both theſe ingredients, a Dram 
or Scruple will not ſuffice, read over the receit in my Text, 
it mult be#be abundance of Peace and Truth, | A little peace, 
or a little truth have not ſtrength enough to expell the old 
maladies and diſeaſes which have been fo longencreafing in 
the body of this Nation, If the Plajſter be as broad as the 
ſore, you will tieed'a good quantity of both. 

Seck truth rather then peace. Truths the moſt ſoveraign 
ingredient. Promiſes are the guides and bounds of a Chri- 
ſtiatis defires: now. when God would beſtow a great bleſſing 
on his Church, he promiſeth peace and truth, yea, and more 
truth then-peace, as 7/a, 48. 18. 0h that thou. hadſt harkned 
unto me,then had thy Peace been as a River,and thy Righteouſ- 


. eſſe as the waves - tc Sea. Mark, Truth is promiſed as the 


waves of the Sea, but Peace onely as a River; this was the 
oreatneſs of their bleſſing; they had more Truth then Peace, 
and they had ſuch a Peace that did flow from Truth,as Rivers 
do from the Sea. It willnever be wel with us till our Spi- 
rits preter the truth of God before an outward Peace, and 
till we 'defire ſuch a Peace that lows from Truth, Tis re- 


ported of the Sybarites who were a people that had an at- 


fluence andconfluence of outward bleflings, whoſenr unto 
the Oracle of Apollo to know how long their peace and pro- 
ſperity ſhouldlaſt - The Oracle returned them this Anſwers 


_ -'Solongas you prefer your Gods before your proſperitie 


and Peace, theſe ſhall continue, but when you prefer rbeſe 


.. before your gods, youſhall be deſtroyed. I may more tru-
